tCV NS4A peptide , a linker, and the HCV NS3 serine protease domain, wherein 
the hydrophobic domain of native HCV NS4A peptide is tethered by the linker to 
the amino terminus of the HCV NS3 protease domain. 

2. (Amended) The covalent HCV NS4A-NS3 complex of claim 1, wherein 
the linker comprises at least [about] 4 amino acid residues. 

3. (Amended) The covalent HCV NS4A-NS3 complex of claim 2, wherein 
the linker consists [essentially] of 4-6 amino acid residues. 

4. (Amended) The covalent HCV NS4A-NS3 complex of claim 3, wherein 
the linker consists [essentially] of about 4 amino acid residues.
